GOOD ROADS NONSENSE. | 


There is a good deal 
alked on the subject of good roads. 
It is assumed by papers that 
the term good roads means the macad- 
umized, asphalt, brick, or graveled 
road. These roads are under certain 
conditions and circumstances “good 
roads,” but they are not good roads 
for the entire western country, and 
any agitation in the direction of ap 
propriations either state or national 
for making or compelling the con- 
struction of such roads is not, in our 
judgment, at all in the line of sound 
public policy. We give our reasons: 

These roads cost from two thousand 
to eight thousand dollars per mile. 
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after it has been properly enniak'e and 
then the farmers used the dirt along- 
side during most of the year, in prefer- 
ence to the gravel and macadamized 
roads. We hope, therefore, that farm- 
ers will sit down hard on any propo- 
sition, no matter whence it emanates, 
to tax the people of these western 
states for macadamized or surfaced 
roads. 

There are small sections where 
some kind of hard covering is neces- 
sary; for example, the streets of the 
city on which there is heavy traffic, 
or between coal mines and manufac- 
tories, and points of consumption. In 
these cases some hard surfacing ma- 


terial should be used; but it must be 
borne in mind that one of the most 
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The cost of maintaining them after 
hey are made is from ten to thirty 
iollars a mile, and where the travel 
Ss very heavy as high as one hundred 
dollars per mile. With the expendi- 
ture of half the minimum amount in 
the use of the road drag a dirt road 
can be built which will be better at 
sast half the year than the surfaced 
oad. We do not know of any better 
vay to depreciate the value of the 
arm lands of the west than to tax 
the state and the county or the land 
for the construction of these surfaced 
roads. 

We investigated this matter some- 
vhat a year or two ago in one of 
the Ohio counties where the roads are 
mostly gravel and macadam, and we 
found that it cost much more to main- 


ain these roads than it does to make 
and maintain a dirt road with the drag

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expensive roads to maintain is the 
macadam road, and it is more ex- 
pensive in regions such as the western 
that are liable to have a long 
drouth, or where there is 
no rain in the summer time for a 
month or six weeks. The reason is 
that the intense heat separates the 
binding from the stone, the winds 
blow the finer particles out, and the 
road becomes, to use a technical ex- 
pression, “raveled;” that is, it  be- 
comes covered with small loose stones 
which must be removed and a new 
surface made if the road is to be of 
value for travel.

NEW TREATMENT FOR SEED CORN 


Professor Forbes, the agricultural 
station entomologist of the state of 
Illinois, has been watching closely the 
remarkable increase of the red ants 
dairy cows, the corn root 
lice, in the center of the great carn 
belt. Among other things he has been 
experimenting with several methods 
of treating seed corn in order to pro- 
tect the young plant from the opera- 
tions of the ants. It must be under- 
stood in studying this subject that the 
aphides or lice are perfectly helpless 
without the ants. These lice are the

are carried about and put upon the 
roots of the young corn. 

It is weil known that there are cer- 
tain odors that are _ particularly 
offensive to ants. Hence the idea oc- 
curred to the professor to treat the 
seed corn with odors of this kind. Out 
of four methods chat with oil of lemon 
proved most effective. The solution 
used was made of one part of oil of 
lemon to nine of wood alcohol or de- 
natured alcohol. Three ounces of the 
mixture is used per gallon of seed 
corn, pouring it into the planter box 
and stirring up the corn so that all 
is moistened. 

The experiment was made at Blliott, 


Ford county, Illinois, on a forty-acre 
field. Strips of from twelve to twenty- 





four rows in width and a quarter of 
a mile long were treated as described, 
and the rows examined after six 
weeks, at which time the treated rows 
had only about one-ninth as many 
aphides as the untreated. At the end 
of ten weeks the corn was measured 
and the treated corn had grown 74 
per cent higher than the untreated. 
The benefits of this treatment were 
observed throughout the entire sea- 
son, even to the time of husking the 


corn. The odor seems to drive away 
the ants. 

We have no doubt a full report will 
be made of this shortly, and we will 
endeavor to call the attention of our 
readers in that section to the subject 
before the time for planting corn. We 
publish this now because the condi- 
tions are very serious in that section, 
and should we have a dry season next 
year we fear that other parts of the 
state will be in a similar condition.

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SEED FOR FOREST TREES. 


We know of nothing in which the 
prairie states stand in greater need 
than shelter belts for their houses and 
barns, and young forests upon which 
they can depend for their supply of 
posts by the time our post timber east 
of the mountains is practically ex- 
hausted, which will be before the baby 
boy born this year is able to vote. 

The planting of a forest need not 
involve any great expense, though it 
will require some time. Seed or 
young trees should be selected which 
are adapted to the soil and climate 
of the region. Nurserymen have paid 
too little attention to the cultivation 
of forest trees, mainly for the reason 
that farmers have not been awake to 
the necessity for such planting. While 
it is more convenient to buy from a 
nurseryman—who, with an eye open 
to the main chance, will no doubt pro- 
vide a much more abundant supply in 
the future—it is possible for farmers 
to gather their own seeds and raise 
their own trees much cheaper than 
they can buy them; and they will be 
much more certain of getting just 
what they want. 

The thing to do is to collect the 
seeds this winter and be ready to plant 
them out next spring, taking care to 
gather seeds only from vigorous, well 
formed trees, and to be sure of the 
identity of the species. This is par- 
ticularly important in selecting catalpa 
seeds. The government offers its aid 
in this, and will test specimens of 
seeds free of charge if-they are sent 
to the Forest Service, Department of 
Agriculture, Washington, D. C 

There is no reason why there should 
not be a large planting of black wal- 
nuts next year in almost all of our 
territory. The nuts should be gath- 
ered soon, shucked, but not allowed 
to dry, and buried in the ground so 
that the shells will be ready to open 
after having been thoroughly frozen. 
The seeds of honey locust, osage 
orange, and mulberries require steep- 
ing in water until the seeds are sepa- 
rated, after which they should be 
spread in thin layers and dried slowly. 
It is not wise for the farmer to bother 
with evergreen trees. These should 
be purchased from a nurseryman when 
they are about two years old. It re- 
quires skill and experience to develop 
evergreens of any kind. 

Before planting the next spring the 
seeds of osage orange, catalpa, and 
yellow poplar need no treatment; but 
seeds of walnuts and chestnuts should 
be put in sand out of doors in the 
winter, so that the shells may become 
softened or partially decayed and 
opened by frost. 

There is another class of seeds 
which will not grow the next year 
without still further treatment; for 
example, locust, coffee tree, mulberry, 
and hackberry. About two quarts of 
the seed should be put in a pail of 
water nearly boiling, then stirred un- 
til cool and allowed to stand for four 
or five days. At the end of this time 
the seeds found floating on top should 








be skimmed off and planted immedi- 
ately, and the process repeated with 
the remainder. These seeds should 
not be allowed to dry out after soak- 
ing. 

The best way to plant seeds of 
broad-leaved trees is in nursery rows 
three feet apart, so that they can be 
cultivated with a horse. They should 
be given as thorough cultivation as 
you give your corn. In the fall the 
dirt should be hilled up against them, 
not to exceed six inches, before the 
ground freezes over, or in more severe 
climates covered with straw or leaves 
to the depth of a foot. When a year 
old they should have made a good 
growth, and can then be planted where 
you intend them to stay. 

Thus for a little time and no ex- 
pense the farmer can grow all the 
forest trees he needs himself and 
enough for a dozen of his ne‘ghbors. 
Here is a fine opportunity for some 
enterprising farmer boy to grow forest 
trees enough for the neighborhood. In 
the latitude of Missouri osage orange 
may be grown. In the latitude south 
of the middle line of the Northwestern 
railroad in Iowa, perhaps even over 
the whole state, hardy catalpa will 
prove one of the best trees. Black 
walnut will thrive over all this same 
territory, but does best on bottom 
lands nearest a stream and that are 
in consequence naturally well drained. 
Black walnut does not like wet feet. 
Ash will grow over our entire terri- 
tory wherever there is sufficient rain- 
jall, or east of the 96th meridian. 
Where none of these can be secured, 
then propably the best thing is to 
take cottonwood, box elder, soft 
maple, and willow. These are all poor 
trees, but a good deal better than 
none. 





THE BROWN-TAILED MOTH. 


Farmers and orchardists on the 
northern part of the Atlantic coast are 
suffering severely from the ravages 
of the brown-tailed moth, probably the 
worst pest that has ever visited the 
United States. Persons buying fruit 
trees from sections known to be in- 
fested should exercise special care to 
see that they are free from this insect. 

It is not necessary for us to de- 
scribe it except to say that it is a 
night-flying insect seldom seen in the 
day time. It is carried in its adult 
stage by the prevailing winds, and in 
its larval stage by passengers travel- 
ing on the roads through infected ter- 
ritory. When it is spinning its cocoon 
and thus passing from the tree to the 
ground it is liable to be carried long 
distances by travelers in automobiles 
or buggies and planted in new terri- 
tory, where it begins its destructive 
work. 

Where it is abundant it is almost 
impossible to grow any kind of fruit 
or even forest trees, as the moths 
defoliate them in the spring year after 
year. Besides this, the hairs of the 
eaterpillars are finely barbed, and 
when they come in contact with the 
human skin cause what is known &s 
the brown-tail rash, which, while not 
dangerous, is more annoying than the 
old-fashioned seven-year itch. In fact, 
much of the activity shown by the 
eastern states in making appropria- 
tions and taking other methods to 
get rid of the pest is due to what 
from this view we can scarcely help 
but regard as beneficial, the repeated 
scratchings caused by the hairs of the 
caterpillar of the brown-tailed moth. 





FEEDING OUT SORGHUM AND 
CORN FODDER. 


Much of the actual value which the 
farmer receives from sorghum or corn 
fodder depends on the time of the 
year in which it is fed. Sorghum, if 
properly cocked, keeps fairly well un- 
til the days begin to get warm, in the 
southern part of our territory by the 
middle or latter part of February, and 
later north. After this time it is very 
likely to sour, and loses very much of 
its feeding value. Therefore, if the 
farmer wishes to get the full value of 
sorghum, he should arrange to feed 
it out during the cold weather in the 
winter. It is a highly carbonaceous 
feed and hence better adapted to cold 
weather conditions than for the 
warmer season. 

It is even more important to feed 
out corn fodder early in the season. 
While sorghum sheds rain almost like 
a roof and suffers little damage from 
exposure, corn fodder if left in the 
shock takes up rain or melted snow 
readily. It therefore loses very greatly 
by exposure, and for some reason not 
well understood loses more of the 
small percentage of nitrogenous mat- 
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ter it contains than of the carbohy- 
drates. Therefore, where the farmer 
has clover and timethy hay, or even 
prairie hay or millet, he should save 
these for the latter part of the win- 
ter’s feeding, and feed his corn fod- 
der as soon as possible, unless he is 
so situated that he can shred it and 
put it under cover, in which case it 
keeps reasonably well not merely 
through the winter, but can be kept 
over for another year without a great 
deal of damage. 

Farmers sometimes complain that 
towards spring their cattle get tired 
of eating corn fodder. Don’t you be- 
lieve it. The cow isn’t tired of good 
corn fodder at any season of the year; 
but she gets very tired of corn fodder 
that has been put up in small shocks, 
has been wet through once or twice, 
or has been filled with snow that has 
blown into it and afterwards melted, 
or has stood until March. The reason 
she tires of it is that while there may 
be a good deal of filling in it, there 
is not much that is satisfying. There 
is not much feeding value -in corn 
fodder that has been put up in shocks, 
large or small, then taken down and 
husked, and tied up again with a large 
portion of the formerly exposed leaves 
inside and the unexposed leaves out- 
side, and kept for late winter feeding. 





A SYMPOSIUM ON SORGHUM. 


We will be very greatly pleased if 
our readers in all parts of our terri- 
tory will give us briefly their experi- 
ence in growing sorghum this year, 
telling us what kind of iand they grew 
it on, how they prepared the ground, 
what kind of seed they sowed, what 
variety, whether they harvested it, 
whether with the binder or mower, 
whether if they mowed it they put it 
in cocks directly after the mower, and 
if not, how long they let it lie. Tell 
us approximately the size of the cocks, 
and tell us what condition it is in 
today. 

Sorghum is not grown very ex- 
tensively, and yet it is usually a profit- 
able crop on the stock farm. The 
reason we ask this symposium is be- 
cause sorghum requires different treat- 
ment in different localities. There- 
fore, in writing always give your 
name, county, and postoffice address. 
A symposium of this kind would en- 
able us to give much more definite 
and reliable advice for next year in 
the different sections than we have 
been able to heretofore. 

We would be glad also if our read- 
ers who grew sorghum in 1905 would 
include in this symposium an account 
of the crops grown this year on land 
that was in sorghum the year before; 
what crops were grown, when they 
plowed it, how they prepared it, and 
the yield. We are particular about 
the last point, because one of the 
greatest objections to growing sor- 
ghum is the difficulty in getting a full 
crop the year following. One of the 
most important things for the farmer 
who finds it profitable to grow sor- 
ghum is to know what crop should 
foilow it, and how to secure the max- 
imum yield the next year. 





RED SORREL AND ACID SOILS. 


A Kentucky correspondent writes: 

“I have read in Wallaces’ Farmer 
that red sorrel is an indication of acid- 
ity. In our vicinity red sorrel is 
abundant. Some fields have been al- 
most taken by it and farmers have 
become discouraged. I advised them 
to use lime, but most of them could 
not get it. Now comes the interesting 
part of it. Fields that were badly in- 
fested have been broken up and plant- 
ed to corn, and you can now go 
through and tell where the heavy 
patches of sorrel stood by its having 
the best corn, and the sorrel has dis- 
appeared. Can you explain this? Can 
it be that this weed has the power of 
freeing the soil of acidity?” 

The presence of sorrel in a field or 
in a neighborhood should at once raise 
the question: Is my _ soil acid? 
Whether it is or not can easily be de 
termined by the use of ordinary litmus 
paper, which can be found in any drug 
store. The reason why sorrel grows 
in acid soils is simply because it is 
more acid-resistant than the other 
grasses; but if for any reason the soil 
does not maintain a luxuriant growth 
of other grasses and the seed of sor- 
rel is present, it will grow whether 
the soil is acid or not. In other words, 


the soil does not need to be ac‘d to | 


grow sorrel, although it is apt to be 
an indication that the land is acid or 
becoming so. 

There are many soils, however, 
which grow sorrel and are therefore 





| good lawn on sandy ground, 
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supposed to be acid, that require only 
good cultivation to produce first-class 
crops; and this, we take it, is the case 
in the neighborhood of our corresp< 
ent. If soils will not grow clover, 
we may suspect acidity, and in this 
case sorrel when once introduced y 
thrive. If, however, they will grow 
red or mammoth clover, it may saf: 
be concluded that they are not a 
and a good stand will smother out red 
serrel. In short, soils do not need 
be acid to grow red sorrel, but if too 
acid to grow clover sorrel will thri 
There is no evidence whatever that 
sorrel corrects acidity. 

Most lands of which we have ar 
knowledge will do pretty good wo! 
in an ordinarily good season, if th« 
have a dose of good tillage, and it 
only when they fail to get this tha 
it is worth while to consult an agr 
cultural chemist as to what is lackin: 
in the soil. “They that are whole hay 


|} no need of a physician, but they tha 


are sick,” applies to soils as well a 
to souls. In the case mentioned b; 
our correspondent we think the larg 
crop of corn grown on the heavy 
patches of sorrel is due, not to th: 
presence of the sorrel but to the fact 
that there has been good tillage in a 
good year; hence the good crop. If 
the farmer gave it especial cultivation 
in order to get rid of the red corre! 
he used the very best means for grow 
ing a good corn crop. 





A LAWN ON SANDY GROUND. 


An Iowa correspondent writes as 
follows: 

“I would like you to state the best 
method of starting a lawn on sandy 
ground. Should it be seeded with a 
nurse crop, and will a coating of 
manure be of any benefit?” 

It is not an easy matter to start a 
and at 
the best it is a matter of time and a 
good deal of care. A coat of well de 
composed manure would be a benefit, 
and we would apply it in the fall 
We would sow in the spring without 
a@ nurse crop on that kind of land, 
using a mixture of blue grass and 
white and alsike clover. Be sure you 
get blue grass seed that will grow 
The only safe thing to buy is what 
is known as “fancy clean.” Most of 
the blue grass sold at country stores 
is simply what is known as “extra 
clean,” which is simply chaff with al! 
the seed taken out that can be. Alsike 
clover may not do very well on land 
of that kind, but it is the only kind 
of the larger clovers that does not 
grow too rank. It will also grow 
where the other clovers will not, and 
has a very beautiful and fragrant 
bloom. Go over it with a mower after 
the alsike clover gets to be five or 
six inches high, probably in bloom, 
and thus keep down whatever weeds 
may come. 





TO MEASURE PRAIRIE HAY IN 
RICK. 


As stated in previous articles, there 
is no way of determining the exact 
number of tons in a stack of prair.e 
hay unless you know the number of 
cubic feet required for a ton. This 
differs with the different kinds of hay, 
the condition in which it was put up, 
the length of time it has stood, the 
height of the stack, and other minor 
considerations. 

A rule which has met with consider 
able favor and is in somewhat general 
use in the prairie hay sections is to 
add the average width of the stack 
to the average overthrow (measure 
ments to be reckoned in feet); divide 
by four; square the result; multiply 
by the length; divide by 512, where 
the hay has settled for thirty days; 
or by 420 where the hay has stood 
over six months. 

The philosophy of this will be ap- 
parent. The overthrow is the length 
of a tape required to go over the 
stack and rest at the bottom on each 
side. Adding the width of the stack 
to this is practically putting a tape 
around the stack. Dividing this by 
four gives one side of a square, which 
when multiplied by itself gives you 
the number of square feet; and multi 
plied by the length gives the number 
of cubic feet. The longer the stack 
has stood and the higher it is, the 
fewer the number of cubic feet that 
will be required to make a ton. 

For a rule of easy and practica 
application we do not know anything 
better. Where farmers have scales 
it would be a valuable education t 
measure a rick in this way, then actu 
ally weigh it and see how far thé 
computed tonnage differs from th 
actual. Information of this kind i 
valuable. 
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THE DISSEMINATION OF WEEDS. 
t>asmuch as the weed is firmly fixed 
» ground and cannot travel of 
and inasmuch as the weed seed 


once sprouted and then killed is 
d with forever, it would at first 
seem possible for the good farm-

is would be possible were it not 
for the provision that nature has made 
for the dissemination of weeds. The 
worse the weed, the greater the in- 
ity nature has manifested in giv- 
inc it a chance to get around and 
boiher the poor farmer. We do not 
see any special provision made for 
the dissemination of really useful 
grains such as corn, wheat, oats, or 
parley; but when a mean, worthless 
type of any of these appears we find 
it endowed with special facilities for 
distribution. 

For example, the wild oat has an 
awn that will enable it to stick to cat- 
tle and be carried wherever the cattle 
go. The wild barley has a most ad- 
mirable arrangement for distributing 
its seeds, which we need not specify 
here particularly. It is worth while 
to study, and, if we are not too much 
provoked over it, admire the ingenuity 
with which weed seeds have been pro- 
vided with means for traveling, and, 
by compelling man to work to get rid 
of them, curing him of his innate lazi- 
ness. 

Some weed seeds are aeronauts. As 
you lie on your back under the shade 
of a tree some day in late summer 
when a very light breeze is blowing 
you may be interested in counting the 
great number of thistle seeds which 
pass over a certain point. The thistle 
having matured its seed and done all 
the harm it could, furnishes each seed 
with a balloon, and when the proper 
time comes it rises in the air and 
sails away to make some fellow five 
or fifty miles away hump himself to 
get rid of the pest in his meadow, 
that he thought was clean. The same 
is true of milkweed, prickly lettuce, 
dandelion, and dozens of other classes 
of weed seeds which are aeronauts or 
balloonists. 

Other seeds are natural born Bap- 
tists and prefer to go by the water 
route, generally sticking on the logs 
that go with the stream, or blown 
across lakes or ponds. In fact, we 
generally find much the same kind of 
weeds, as far as they are adapted to 
the climate, along the entire length 
of great rivers such as the Missis- 
sippi or Missouri. The seeds that 


ar 


travel best by water are those that | 
have inflated pods, or those that are | 


mucilaginous, like pepper grass, or 
that have a winged fringe, like the 
docks, that enables them to float on 
the surface of thé water. 

Then, again, there are seeds that 
are borne by the wind on the surface 
of the ground; for example, the tum- 
ble weeds. The old-fashioned tumble 
weed of the prairies grew luxuriantly 
on the new breaking from seed that 
had been sown long before. Having 
plenty of room, it developed a circular 
form, and having finished its work and 
ripened some thousands of seeds, it 
let go of the ground and went career- 
ing over the prairies, spilling its seed 
out all along the way, until stopped 
by a wire fence, a ditch, or creek. 
The most striking example of this is 
the Russian thistle; but a number of 
our native weeds when given room 
enough become tumble weeds and dis- 
Tribute their seeds in this way. 

Again, some of our 
skaters. Take, for example, the rag- 
veed. During the winter when snow 

overs the ground and a sharp freeze 
ollows a warm day, the whole sur- 
face of the field becomes a glare of 
ice. As the winter birds eat the seeds 
f ragweed and other seeds, and shat- 
ter the rest on the ground, the wind 
ends them sailing over the snow, 
sometimes for miles. 
agweed the seeds most frequently 
own in this way are the sunflower, 
amb’s quarter, and smartweed—seeds 
that are small and smooth, and stay 
‘ong on the plants, apparently as food 
for birds. 

Then, again, other weeds depend on 
animals for their distribution. The 
bird picks the wild fruit, carries it 
some distance so as to eat it leisurely, 
and drops the seeds. The seed of 
some fruits resist the grinding action 
of the gizzard of the bird. Some 
weeds play a joke on the birds. The 
seeds resemble an insect. When the 
bird picks it up and flies to a tree to 
eat it at leisure, it finds it not an 
Insect at all, but a hard seed; drops 
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it, looks around to see if any other 
bird is looking, and says to itself: 
“Sold!” 

Many of our bad weeds have the 
habit of stealing their way, such as 
the burdock, cocklebur, beggar’s louse, 
Spanish neeedle, any of which catch 
onto “brindle” or the old gray mare, 
and thus find their way to fresh fields 
and pastures new. 

Then, again, many of our weed 
seeds travel by rail. If some of our 
young boys will get along the line of 
a railroad, and will take an hour to 
find out the number of varieties of 
weeds which they can find in one 
square yard of broken sod, they will 
be very greatly surprised. Some 
travel from east to west, others from 
west to east, some from north to 
south, and vice versa. 

Some weeds have a peculiar way of 
burying themselves in the ground and 
thus securing germination. This is 
done by the contraction and expansion 
of their awns in different degrees of 
moisture. It is in this way that the 
squirrel-tail grass, heretofore de- 
scribed, manages to get itself into 
the moist earth, and thus is able to 
reproduce its pestiferous kind, twist- 
ing when dry and untwisting when 
moist. 

Still other seeds have explosive 
properties. For example, the touch- 
me-not, with which boys and girls are 
familiar, the squirting cucumber, and 
the Chinese wistaria, of which Pro- 
fessor Beal says: 

“The two half pods being ready to 
coil and spring in opposite directions, 
when the valves can no longer hold 
together they snap with a sharp noise 
and sling the heavy seeds, giving them 
a good send-off into the world.” The 
same is true of the castor oil bean 
and some violets. 

Few farmers have any conception 
of the number of weed seeds that may 
be grown in a square rod. Professor 
Pammel counted the weeds along the 
railroad track near the Iowa Agricul- 
tural College and found 1,836 weeds 
in a square rod. In a garden at Ames 
in potatoes the year before and hoed 
three times, then let stand to develop 
what weeds it would, he found 40,324 
plants of smartweed, 3,060 of hedge 


| mustard, 476 of beggar tick, 204 of 


prickly lettuce, 340 of pigweed, 7,412 
of horseweed, 68 of dandelion, and 
136,000 of foxtail, a total of 187,884 
weed plants to the square rod. In a 
garden patch which was harrowed 
twice and plowed he found 50,736 to 
the square rod. 

Verily, it stands the farmer in hand 
to study weeds and their habits. 





FRESH AND STALE MANURE. 
The Ohio Experiment Station has 
been conducting a very interesting ex- 


| periment to determine approximately

the loss which farmers suffer from 
allowing the manure to lie uncovered 
in the barn yards during the winter 
season. The experiment began in 
1897 and is reported up to 1903, a 
period of seven years, the manure be- 
ing applied to corn, which is followed 
by wheat or clover without further 
manuring or fertilizing. 

In this experiment one plot receives 
manure which has lain in the open 
barn yard during the winter, after the 
common farm practice. Another re- 
ceives manure taken direct from box 
stalls, where it has been trampled un- 
der foot during accumulation, but has 
not been exposed to the weather. The 
third plot received the same stale 
manure, but before being taken to the 
field ground phosphate rock or 
“floats” is incorporated with the 
manure. The manure is applied at 
the rate of eight tons per acre, an 
amount so small that it cannot be dis- 
tributed very readily without the use 
of a manure spreader. 

Where the yard manure was used, 
the average yield of corn for the seven 
years was 51 bushels per acre; wheat, 
15.63; hay, 1,952 pounds. The ground 
on which untreated stall manure was 
used yielded 56.57 bushels of corn per 
acre; wheat, 17.59; hay, 2,495 pounds. 





Where stall-manure incorporated with | 
rock phosphate was used the average | 


yield of corn was 61.23 bushels; wheat, 
24.28; hay, 3,835 pounds. 
As the lands in Ohio have been 


farmed a long time and are apparently | 


deficient in potash, the conclusions 
from the phosphated manure may not 
be applicable to most of our territory; 
but the conclusions drawn by com- 
parison between barn yard manure 
and stall manure are alike applicable 
over our entire territory. It would 
seem, therefore, that the farmer who 
allows eight tons of manure to lie in 


his barn yard over winter loses an | 


average of 5.5 bushels of corn, 2 
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bushels of wheat, and 540 pounds of 
hay. 

In this experiment every other plot 
is left continuously without manure 
or fertilizers, and the increase from 
use of manure or fertilizer is found 
by comparing the total yield of that 
plot with the untreated plots between 
which it lies. The increase only is 
reported, from which it appears that 
there was an increase in corn by the 
application of yard manure of 15.39 
bushels per acre, and by the applica- 
tion of stall manure an increase of 
19.4 bushels; of wheat an increase of 
8.6 bushels per acre from the applica- 
tion of eight tons of yard manure; 9.88 
bushels from the application of stall 
manure. JIntreated yard manure at 
the rate of eight tons per acre added 
366 pounds of hay per acre, while the 
treated manure added 831 pounds. 

Here, then, is a lesson which farm- 
ers all over our territory may well 
study with profit, there being a reason- 
able possibility that similar experi- 
ments would yield similar results in 
almost any portion of our territory. 
This greater value of. stall manure 
over yard manure will very soon pay 
for the sheds we have so often recom- 





mended, in which cattle can be fed 
and the manure kept without exposure 
to the weather. It will go far towards 
paying the interest, if a stable is so 
constructed that the farmer can go 
through with his manure spreader and 
clean out the stable every day, haul- 
ing the manure direct to the clover 
or pasture fields, or fields which it is 
intended to put in corn the next year. 
Of all the waste on the western farm 
there is none greater in the aggregate 
than the waste of the manure, which 
is the only return many farmers have 
for the vast amounts of feed which 
they run through their manure fac- 
tories during the winter. By “manure 
factories’ we mean cattle that are 
kept through the winter and weigh no 
more in the spring than they do in 
the fall. If there be such a great 
waste by allowing manure to lie in 
an open yard during the winter who 
can estimate the waste from the gen- 
eral western practice of allowing it to 
lie in yards all summer to lose 
ammonia through heating and the min- 
eral elements through leaching, or per- 
haps not hauled out at all? 

Get out the manure if you want to 
be either prosperous or happy.

INSECT ENEMIES OF THE CLOVER 
PLANT. 
NO. 9. 


The useful the plant, the 


greater the variety and number of its 
foes. We may therefore naturally ex- 
pect that when clover culture becomes 
established in any state or section and 
is in the high favor with farmers which 
it deserves, a larger acreage will be 
cultivated, and insect enemies will ap- 
pear, increase and multiply. In this 
article we deal with a few of the in- 
sects which work on the plant itself, 
leaving those which work on the seed 
for a subsequent article. 

One of the minor pests, of which 
very little complaint is made, but 
which our readers may discover al- 
most any time if they will look closely, 
is what is known as the clover leaf 
midge. You are likely to find it in the 
morning during the month of May or 
June on the leaves of white clover. 
You will find that the leaves are folded 
together and on opening them you will 
discover from one to twenty whitish, 
pale orange maggots, quite similar in 
appearance to the white midge or the 
clover seed midge. When the larva 
develops sufficiently it forms a deli- 
cate cocoon on the inside of the folded 
leaflet, and after awhile passes 
through the pupal stage and appears 
as a perfect fly, quite like that of the 
clover seed midge, except that the 
leaf midge has fourteen joints instead

| hatched in about a week, and the mag- 








gots first feed in the cavity made by 
the parent for their accommodation. 
As they grow older they burrow down- 
ward, following out the _ different 
branches of the root, entering the 
pupal stage generally at the end of one 
of these burrows, where they may be 
found in the fall of the year. This 
greatly weakens the plant, to such an 
extent that it is not able to produce 
a seed crop, and when farmers find 
that their clover grows very slowly 
after cutting they may at once sus- 
pect the presence of the clover root 
borer. The stalks pull up readily and 
sometimes push before the mower. It 
will be seen that this cannot effect 
the first year’s crop, as it is not suf- 
ficiently advanced to allow the female 
to deposit her eggs. There is no 
remedy save that of plowing up the 
field and planting it to corn, which 
of course is not practicable where 
clover is part of a permanent pasture. 
Fortunately, in fields under rotation 
the farmer does not suffer very serious 


| loss from being compelled to plow up 


his clover field at the end of the sec- 
ond year. He loses the chance of a 
seed crop and loses part of his after- 
math. From the fact that this pest, 
which has appeared at various times 
in the state of Iowa and practically 
put a stop to clover growing for a 
year or two, disappears quite suddenly, 
it is probable that it has some para- 
sitic enemies, so that they are de- 
stroyed in great numbers while hiber- 
nating in the ground in the winter, or 
that the old clover plants have been 
destroyed and sufficient young ones 
have not come forward from self- 
seeding to maintain the stand, and 
hence the borers perish from lack of 
food. 

Another insect pest is what is known 
as the flavescent clover weevil. This 
does not do any serious damage. It 
works mainly on the leaves of the 
clover, cutting a circular disk out of 
the center of the leaf, and also circular 
spaces from the margins, leaving only 
the stalk and the backbone of the leaf 
or the basis of the mid-veins. It is 
very hard to catch this pest when in 
the beetle stage. They drop to the 
ground on the slightest disturbance, 
hiding among the leaves, “playing 
*possum,” so to speak, and about the 
only way you can discover them is 
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by noting the circular marks, which 
are due to the habit of the female 
when feeding of simply moving the 
head and neck, the body remaining 
stationary, much after the fashion of 
a cow with her head through a barb 
wire fence and reaching as far as her 
tongue will enable her to take in the 
herbage. These beetles appear in the 
spring of the year, about the time that 
clover puts forth its first tender 
leaves, and carry on their work 
through the summer. The eggs are 
laid from July up to cold weather. 
The larvae hatch out about two days 
after the eggs are laid, and pass the 
winter in the larval stage, pupating or 
undergoing their final transformation 
in the spring, and after remaining 
about twenty days in this stage 
emerge as adults, thus completing the 
cycle. They are quite generally dis- 
tributed over the west, but on account 
of their peculiar habits and the small 
amount of damage they do, they have 
not been called to the attention of the 
public. 

Another of the insect enemies is 
known as the clover stem borer, ap- 
parently identical with the borer 
which infests fall wheat and rye in 
sections where a great deal of it is 
grown. The female lays her eggs in 
June, piercing the stem with her jaws 
and pushing the eggs clear into the 
pith. The larvae feed on the pith 
downward and pupate at the bottom 
of this burrow, and shortly afterwards 
the fully developed beetles begin to 
appear, from August to October. This 
beetle hibernates and waits until the 
plants are in full vigor in June before 
depositing her eggs. Public attention 
has not been called to this in the west, 
from the fact that there is but little 
chance for it to increase on account 
of our method of cutting clover the 
last of June or the first of July. In 
fact, it would do little damage to 
clover, were it not that it feeds (and 
thus keeps up the supply) on sweet 
clover, thistles, wild lettuce, yarrow, 
and timothy. 

Another pest which is quite common 
in Europe and in our eastern states, 
but has done little damage west of 
the Mississippi so far as we know, is 
what is known as the clover leaf 
beetle. It is about four-tenths of an 


inch long, oval in form, brown in color 
with short, blunt beak. Its wing 
covers have short, yellowish-brown 
hairs. The eggs are deposited in th 
latter part of the summer by beetles 
which appear in July and August. The 
larvae appear in September, change 
to pupae in October, and emerge as 
beetles in November. Some of them 
lay their eggs, from which larvae 
hatch and hibernate while quite small 
within the old clover stems. Others 
hibernate as beetles and lay their eggs 
in the following spring. The young 
larvae may be seen as early as April 
but are not generally noticed until 
May or June. They feed first on the 
folded young leaves, and attach them 
selves to its edge, which they eat in 
irregular patches. Like the flavescent 
clover beetle, they “play ’*possum” 
when disturbed, and it is not easy to 
catch them. The female lays from 
two hundred to three hundred eggs 
in the clover stem, which she usually 
punctures for that purpose. The 
beetles are water-proof and spread 
along bodies of water such as lakes 
or running streams. As they eat about 
everything in sight, the only thing to 
do is to plow the fields, say in May, 
and plant to corn. 

Another of the insect pests of clover 
is what is known as the clover leai 
hopper, which is often mistaken for 
a small grasshopper. The first larvae 
appear during the month of May 
Some of these mature, producing the 
adults by early in July, from which 
comes the second brood, and it is 
quite possible that a third brood ap- 
pears in the Mississippi valley. They 
do not generally do very much dam- 
age. The only remedy when the dam 
age threatens to be serious is the “tar 
pan” or “hopper-dozer.” In other 
words, they must be dealt with the 
same as grasshoppers. 

In addition to the above insects that 
work on the clover in the field there 
is another, called the clover hay worm 
(Asopia costalis), which follows the 
hay into the stack or barn. The injury 
and eftects of this worm have been 
sufficiently discussed in an article en-

TO RENT OR BUY. 


In our issue of November 23d we 
published a letter from one of our sub- 
scribers in southern central [Illinois 
who asked advice on the matter of 
buying a farm. In answer to this cor- 
respondent we said that we believed 
he could win out by buying as he pro- 
posed to do, provided he had correctly 
estimated his own ability, and pro- 
vided further that the seasons and 
prices of farm products for the next 
few years would average up with the 
past three or four years. We felt it 
necessary, however, to caution this 
reader, and incidentally other readers 
in this same situation, by giving them 
the other side of the question. 

During the past week we have had 
a number of letters from subscribers 
in other parts of the country, espe- 
cially from new states such as the 
Dakotas, Oklahoma, etc., taking us to 
task for the manner in which we 
answered this correspondent, and 
offering to sell him farms on such 
terms that he would have no difficulty 
in paying out. We are not surprised 
at the optimism of our friends in the 
newer farming country where land is 
considerably cheaper than in [linois 
and Iowa; nor do we question ther 
motives nor their judgment. We fear, 
however, that they underestimate the 
responsibility under which the editor 
of an agricultural paper labors. We 
occupy an impartial attitude. When a 
matter of this kind is placed before 
us with a request for advice we must 
put ourselves in the place of the young 
man who wants the information and 
look at it from his standpoint, and 
with the wider knowledge of condi- 
tions generally which we are supposed 
to have. We welcome communications 
criticising articles of this sort, or any 
other articles which may appear in 
the Farmer. The publishers of Wal- 
laces’ Farmer have only one ambition, 
and that is to give the readers of the 
paper the very best information it is 
possible to obtain. The editor does 
not claim to know everything about 
agriculture. He is glad to have crit- 
icisms as well as communications 
upon the subjects pertaining to our 
legitimate field. 

To those friends who are anxious 
to sell land to young men situated as 
is this young man from Illinois, we 
have only to say that if they will 


that they don’t know when they can 
give them to us. You get them as 
soon as we get them.” 

This is the kind of talk we have 
been hearing from folks like Mr. Har- 
riman for several years past. It 
sounded reasonable at first, but it 
sounds less reasonable now. No one 
who has even a casual knowledge of 
the manner in which the operating 
departments of some of the leading 
railroads are managed needs to be told 
that a great deal of the trouble with 
regard to furnishing cars promptly 
would be done away with if the oper- 
ating departments were handled in a 
more business-like way. It of course 
seems presumptuous for anyone who 
is not actually in the railroad: business 
to make a remark of this kind, but 
the actual conditions amply justify 1t. 
The manager of a factory located on 
the Missouri river told us not long 
since that he had come to the conclu- 
sion that at least 50 per cent of rail- 
road employes in the operating de- 
partment ought to be summarily dis- 
missed for incompetency. This re- 
mark was made by a conservative, 
level-headed business man. He re- 
ferred to the trouble in getting cars 
across the river. He said that from 
four days to a. week were required 
to get a loaded car from one side of 
the Missouri river over to his factory 
on the other side, a distance of not 
to exceed ten miles, and he gave in- 
stance after instance where weeks 
were required to move a car only a 
few hundred miles. He said that in 
one case they found they had a loaded 
car going to the factory in the yards 
on one side of the river, and after it 
had lain for several days they finally 


to the side on which the factory is 
located; but before they could get this 
car on to their own side track and 
unloaded it was’ picked up by the 
switching crew and taken back to the 
other side as an empty, and the whole 
process had to be repeated. Work of 
this kind is the result of absolute in- 
competency. If the railroad people 
would keep their cars moving, if they 
would so systematize their business 
in this department that cars would not 
be permitted to stand on side tracks 
doing nothing for weeks at a time, the 
supply of cars they already actually 
have on the tracks would handle much 
more business and handle it better 
than is being done at the present time. 
We suggest to our railroad friends in 
high places that they go after their 
operating departments with a sharp 
stick. If they will ask for reports on 
a few hundred of their cars it will not 
take them long to locate the trouble.

WALLACES’ FARMER 


FARMERS’ INSTITUTES. 


The institute committees are now 
making up their programs for the sea- 
son, and we venture to make some 
suggestions based on a pretty large 
experience in attending institutes in 
lowa and adjoining states for the past 
ten years. 

One of the most serious mistakes 
that committees make is not having 
the institute properly advertised and 
not having the hall comfortably heated 
and well lighted. Farmers are not 
likely to attend institutes unless they 
know exactly when and where they 
are to be held, nor can they give close 
attention when the room is not com- 
fortably warm. A very little attention 
given by the proper parties will secure 
these favorable and desirable condi- 
tions. In order to secure this adver- 
tising and the support of the towns- 
people at all meetings in which they 
are interested, it is important to 
secure the co-operation of the editors 
of local papers. The great bulk of the 
patronage of these papers comes from 
the farmers, and the interests of the 
papers themselves as well as of the 
managers of the institute should lead 
them to give a good deal of free adver- 
tising, showing their entire sympathy 
with agricultural improvement and 
advancement. 

Another serious mistake which in- 
stitute managers make is in having 
too full a program; that is, a program 
covering too many subjects. The time 
given to discussion of a paper should 
be at least two or three times the 
length of time required for the read- 
ing of the paper, sometimes more. 
The real value of any paper lies in 
the discussion which it elicits. This 
fixes the main points in the minds of 
the audience and enlists their closest 
attention. Better have one subject 
thoroughly discussed at a session than 
to have the time wholly occupied in 
reading papers on different subjects, 
no matter how carefully prepared they 
may be. 

Again, we think that many man- 
agers make a mistake in depending 
too much on speakers from abroad. 
One, or at most two, is all that is 
really necessary, and they should have 
subjects which interest the farmers— 
not theoretical, but intensely practical. 
Most of the papers should be written 
by farmers in the neighborhood and 
on subjects in which they have mani- 
fested unusual intelligence and skill. 
These papers should be short and 
bristling with points, so as to elicit 
discussion. The same is true with 
regard to addresses by lecturers from 


abroad. The main object of all this 
institute work is to awaken the at- 
tention of those pregent and _ start 


them to thinking for themselves. They 
are not buckets into which information 
can be poured like water or milk. Un- 
less their own gray matter is 
set working, the information given, 
whether by speakers from home or 
abroad, is of comparatively little 
value. The greatest teacher in any 
line is the man who sets the student 
to thinking clearly and correctly. 
Another grave defect in many insti- 
tutes is in not giving the women their 
full share of the time. If you get the 
best farmers’ wives to attend an in- 
stitute, you will get the girls; and if 
you get the girls, you cannot very 
well keep the boys away; and it-is

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the boys that should be found at insti- | 


tutes. Better a dozen bright farm 
boys than a hundred retired farmers 
who may attend only to kill time. 
This may be a roundabout way of get- 
ting at the matter; but, at any rate, 
we have never yet seen an institute 
that was a failure where the women 
had their fair share of the discussion. 
Besides, affairs that particularly in- 
terest women are quite as important 
as those that particularly interest the 
men. How can a farmer do good work 
unless he is made comfortable in his 
home by good cooking and other evi- 
dences of housewifely skill? There- 
fore, we plead for the women’s share 
in these institutes. 


Don’t get the idea that if you have 





a crowded house, some noted speakers 


from abroad, and able speakers, that 
you have had a good institute. May 
be, but if it don’t set the farmers to 
thinking for themselves, we doubt if 
it is worth the money. In securing 
speakers get those that don’t want to 


talk too much; no more, in fact, than 
is absolutely necessary. Farmers can 
supply themselves with natural gas 


without importing it. 





Prof. A. D. Cromwell, of Humboldt 
College, Humboldt, Iowa, can attend a 
few farmers’ institutes this season. 
He has given especial attention to 
catch crops, general farming, and corn 
breeding.

STUDY YOUR FLOCK. 


The following incident in the career 
of an amateur poultry breeder, as 
given us by the manager of one of tne 
large packing houses, shows the im- 
portance of a breeder of fancy birds 
knowing a fancy bird when he sees it, 
and having enough confidence in his 
own judgment to keep or sell a mem- 
ber of his flock that pleases or dis- 
pleases him, without regard to whether 


it pleases anyone else or not. 

The breeder in question exhibited 
some birds at a certain show under 
one of our best judges and was greatly 
disappointed that a favorite pullet was 
not given a place among the prize win- 
ners. His confidence in the judge was 
so great, however, that he sold the 
pullet with some cull cockerels to a 
buyer who sent them to the above 
mentioned packing house. Here the 
manager was attracted by the pullet 
and bought her for his own yards. In 
the course of time he showed her 
again in hot competition under the 
same judge and was given first and 
special. The first owner saw her at 
the show, bought her for twenty-five 
dollars, and upon asking for some 
facts regarding her pedigree found 
that he had repurchased at a long fig- 
ure the pullet discarded by him at 
market price. His remarks about the 
judge who could see so differently at 
different times were not flattering, but 
the fault was with himself. Too many 
breeders run their plants on the judg- 
ment of others.. Instead of studying 
the Standard and prize-winning birds 
until competent to choose the best 
from the flock they get first one and 
then another to mate their pens for 
them. Their enthusiasm rises and 
falls with the praise or criticism of 
every friend or acquaintance; they 
change methods before any one has 
time to give satisfactory results; some 
of them change breeds as often as 


methods. Naturally, they are never 
satisfied with their success with 
poultry. 


It is most important that breeders 
should know how to judge their own 
birds. Select the type that pleases 
you and that you wish to breed to, 
and then breed towards that. Please 
yourself at least. Then if you breed 
in accordance with the Standard re- 
quirements of the breed, if you condi- 
tion your birds and coop train them 
for the show, you will please the judge 
also. It is not unusual for a man who 
understands how to handle birds for 
the show room to take one that has 
failed and so fit it as to win. No mat- 
ter what quality a bird might be, if 
it has not been handled properly and 
made to show to best advantage, but 
huddles down in a shapeless mass be- 
fore the judge, it stands a poor chance 
of winning beside an inferior bird that 
knows what is expected of it and en- 
joys the attention bestowed on it by 
the judge and onlookers. Again, the 
fowl might be out of condition at one 
time and in the best of condition at 
another time. Be independent of the 
opinions of others in your ‘yards. 
Study the Standard, and let that be 
your guide. Do not make radical 
changes in your system so long as it 
satisfactory unless personally con- 
vinced that the change is for the 
better.

COB CHARCOAL. 

Once more we urge our readers to 
provide their hogs, and especially 
their growing pigs, with an abundance | 
of charcoal. Wood charcoal is out of 
the question for most western farmers, 
but cob charcoal, which is quite as 
good, is available on every farm where 
the owner will go to a little trouble 
and char his corn cobs, thus keeping 
them out of the manure and keeping 
his yards clean and presentable. 

There are different methods of 
charring these cobs. One is to take 
advantage of a calm, dry day, rake 
the cobs into windrows and set fire to 
them. The trouble with this method, 
where the process is not closely 
watched, is that it does not make char- 
coal but ashes, which are of some 
value, judging from the eagerness with 
which the hogs eat them, but very 
much inferior to charcoal. 

Another way is to dig a pit about 
four feet wide and as many deep, build 
a fire in the bottom with kindling 
wood, fill it up gradually with corn 
cobs, let them burn to a glowing heat, 
and then smother out the fire by cover- 
ing the pit. This is an easy way and 
an effective one, and a way we have 
often recommended, but some farmers 
have hit upon what we think is a 
better way, so far as work 
cerned, but does not give quite as good 
nor as much charcoal, as follows: 

Take advantage of a dry, calm day, 
build a fire, or several of them for 
that matter, at a convenient place in 
the yard, then add corn cobs, a basket- 
ful at a time, and when they are all 
thoroughly charred put the fire out

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sprinkled until it is entirely out. They 
will find by experience that it takes 
a good deal of water to do this. 

Put this charcoal in a convenient 
place, and let the hogs have as much 
as they care to eat; or make a self- 
feeder in which you can put fifteen, 
twenty, or thirty bushels, and let the 
hogs eat it out from below as they 
wish. Sometimes farmers mix this 
cob charcoal with salt and whatever 
wood ashes may be available. The 
disadvantage of this is that it is quite 
difficult to get the salt evenly mixed 
in, and the better way is to feed the 
charcoal and ashes in either of the 
ways above mentioned and then salt 
the hogs regularly. 

The objection may be made that 
corn cobs have value as manure. If 
they have, we have never found it out, 
and the boy who forks this corn cob 
manure out of the wagon never will 
find it out, but may possibly say some 
rather unpleasant words as he gets 
the tine of the fork run through a 
cob lengthwise and has to take it off 
with his hands. The corn cobs do 
have a value as manure, but the value 
is in the potash and phosphorus, espe- 
cially the potash, all of which is pre- 
served by using them as charcoal, to 
say nothing of the greatly improved 
health of the hogs when fed abund- 
antly with charcoal. 





STEERS AND HOGS. 


An Iowa subscriber writes: 


“IT am a new subscriber to your 
paper, and would like to ask you a 
few questions. How many 140-pound 
hogs would you put with forty head 
of 1,100-pound steers on full feed for 
the largest profit? And how much 
hay would you feed for a hundred 
days’ feed, feeding all snapped corn?” 


It depends upon how much the 
steers eat, how well they digest it, 
and how much they waste. The eco- 
nomical way is to put in enough hogs 
to keep everything cleaned up, the 
waste from the bunks as well as the 
droppings. Steers on full feed should 
have what hay they want. The amount 
they will eat will depend largely on 
the kind of hay. Steers on snapped 
corn will not eat as much hay as 
steers on husked or shelled corn. Feed

CEMENT SILO. 


The following by A. J. Barnhart, 
Buchanan county, Iowa, in Kimball’s 
Dairy Farmer, will answer some of the 
questions we have been receiving on 
the subject of cement silos: 


“C. W. Melick, of the Kansas Ex- 
periment Station, says that a 100-ton 
stave silo costs about $150 and a 
cement silo about $500. I wish to 
enter a protest as far as the cement 
silo is concerned. In 1904 I figured 
with a stave silo company. The 
Oregon cedar silo I wanted would 
have cost me, laid down here $290. 
I would have had to build a founda- 
tion haul the silo about four miles to 
my farm, and set it up. This would 
cost about $30 more, and make the 
whole expense about $320. I was 
figuring to rebuild my cow barn in 
1905 so I had plenty of time to think 
the matter over. I concluded to use 
some cement in the barn, and it oc- 


curred to me that I could build an 
inside cement silo at the same 
time. I bought a car load of 


cement, one hundred barrels, for 
$1.50 a barrel. After the barn floor 
was made I planned the silo. We 
dug a pit three feet deep and cement- 
ed the bottom. The walls are eight 
inches thick, and the silo is 26 feet 
high with a diameter of 16 feet 4 
inches. We put in six doors 24x26 
inchés. The first is placed on the 
ground. They were made of pine. 
We used %-inch bolts 12 inches 
long to fasten the doors, using 
2x4’s for levers. In the wall we em- 
bedded %-inch wire cables above the 
first door and above each of the next 
two. 

“We filled the silo and fed more 
than twenty cows from November ist 
until May. After using this one we 
wanted one for summer, and, having 
twenty-five barrels of cement left 
over, I contracted for thirty yards of 
sand delivered at my farm for 80 cents 
per yard. Not wishing to oversee the 
work myself, I gave the contract to 
a man who owns a block machine. I 
furnished all the material on the spot 
and he did the work for $100. This 
silo is 13 feet in diameter and 24 feet 
high. The blocks are made with the 
machine and are 24 inches by 8x8. 
It took 720 blocks. Three men can 
make 150 a day. To make and set 
them costs 8 cents each. The cost of 
the labor is $56.50, leaving $43.50 for 
the five days’ work of the mason and 
his machine. The two silos cost a lit- 
tle over $300 and hold about 120 tons. 

‘Now, what will a silo holding 100 
tons cost, taking into account the ad- 
vance in the price of cement to $2.25 
per barrel? A silo 16 feet in diameter 
and 32 feet high ought to hold 100 
tons, and it takes 1,008 blocks to make 
it. Forty-two barrels of cement will 
do the work easily. At $2.25 per bar- 
rel this will cost $94.50; 42 yards of 
sand, at 8 cents per yard, $33.60; 1,008 
blocks made and set up, $60.64; 7 
doors, 24x26, $1.25 each, $8.75; mak- 
ing a total of $197.79. Cable wire or 
twisted fence wire should be inserted 
above each door, as the pressure is 
tremendous. Be sure and tamp thor- 
oughly around the silo between the 
pit and the wall. 

“All of us prefer the cement silo 
to the one made of wood, because it 
is cheaper and more durable. My 
silos are both filled. I like the block 
one the best. I was not sure that it 
would stand the pressure, but a trial 
has proven that it is all right.” 


SULPHUR TO PREVENT MICE 
WORKING ON SEED 
CORN. 
To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

There has been a great deal writ- 
ten about selecting, drying, and stor- 
ing seed corn, but there is another 
point that is worthy of mtntion. Most 
farmers know that seed corn must be 
kept in a dry place, and to have a 
dry place it must be reasonably warm. 
Naturally, they think of the garret in 
the house or some place about the 
house above the stove. Then the 
question immediately arises what 
about the mice and rats that the corn 
is bound to attract to the house. The 
mice and rat question is an important 
one no matter where the corn is 
stored. If a light coat of sulphur is 
sprinkled on the corn when it is 
stored I find that the mice and rats 
will not bother it. I did this for sev- 
eral years and with success. Sulphur 
will also prevent wire worms from 
working on the corn after it is 
planted.

Tea Cloth: Get a square of linen; 
that is, get as much in length as the 


linen is wide—a yard and a half is a | 
good width and makes a good sized | 


cloth—square it up, by drawing a 
thread, and baste a two-inch hem in 
it all around, then begin pulling 
threads at the edge of the hem and 
pull them to the depth of half an inch. 
Hem-stitch both sides. of the drawn 
space and tie the threads in the center 
in groups of two of the hem-stitched 
groups, then tie again by taking one 
of those just tied and one in advance. 
This makes a very pretty finish and is 
quick, simple work. Embroider the 
monogram or single initial in one or 
two corners inside the drawn work; 
wash and press, and the job is done. 


Towels: Get as good a quality of 


bleached toweling as you can afford, | 


for it hardly pays to put too much 
work on cheap toweling. I think a 
grade costing about 40 cents a yard 
will be very satisfactory. You should 
surely get enough for a pair, though 
one will certainly be acceptable. A 
yard or a yard and a quarter is a good 
lengtn for a towel, and the edge may 
be finished by turning up a hem and 
hemstitching across the ends or by 
embroidering in scallops across the 
end; in either case working in satin 
stitch the monogram or initial. If you 
have no good pattern for such work 
it is easy to buy the paper machie let- 
ters at most dry goods stores. If they 
do not keep them in stock they will 
likely tell you where to get them. 
These are very easy to work over with 
fine embroidery cotton, and are quick- 
ly done. 

Doilies: These may be bought very 
cheaply now from most stores and are 
just as pretty as when they cost five 
times that much. I like them em- 
broidered in white the best, for then 
they are ready for the tub and can 
be kept white and clear. I also pre- 
fer the nun’s cotton to work them 
with, as white silk positively cannot 
stand hot water. Though the design 
may call for many different colors, my 
advice is to use white cotton. Of 
course a piece or two in the colored 
will brighten the table wonderfully, 
and with care will last some time. If 


you have pretty designs you can get | 


the linen, and stamp and embroider 
them. I like the same quality of linen 
for them as for the lunch cloths, the 
bleached linen pillow casing. Some 
of the doilies may be fringed and have 
some drawn work on them, and these 
are very handsome and are easy to 
make.

A Work Bag: I saw a pretty work 
bag the other day which is so easily 
made that I am going to tell you how 
to make one. Take four pieces of 
pasteboard and cut into hearts, which 
which should be about three and a 
half inches wide at the widest part. 
Cover this with a dainty shade of 
pink or blue, plain silk, putting in 
wadding and sachet powder until it is 
nicely raised and scented. Overhand 
two of these heart-shaped pieces to- 
gether, then take a strip of flowered 
or figured ribbon four inches wide and 
a yard and a half long, cut it in two 
in the middle and overhand two of 
the selvedges together, turn an inch 
and a half heading at each end of the 
ribbon and fix a casing to run the rib- 
bon in. Now gather the edges of the 
ribbon from the casing to the casing 
on the other end and sew it to the 
heart-shaped pieces, beginning at the 
top a little above the middle of the 
heart. Sew each side of the ribbon 
to a heart and then run in a ribbon 
to draw it up by, letting it pass 
through between the two pieces of 
each heart and into the casing of the 
ribbon, draw up, and the job is done.

This lesson gives an account of but 
one of the many personal appearances 
of Jesus to His disciples after He had 
risen from the dead, a synopsis of 
which may be found in I. Corinthians, 
15:5-8. The special importance of this 
lesson lies in the fact that it narrates 
the events which occurred at the tomb 
on the morning of the resurrection 
and very shortly after Christ had 
risen. It was necessary not merely to 
convince the disciples that He could 
communicate with them in person and 
in form as heretofore, even though the 
form be different, but also to show 
them the empty tomb and reveal to 
them the power (supernatural in its 
nature by very necessity) by which the 
stone was rolled away. Without this 
they could not have been convinced 
that death had lost its power over 
Him whom they loved. 

To understand the lesson of this 
and other appearances we must put 
ourselves in the place of these dis- 
ciples on the morning of the first day 
of the week.

They 
had built all their hopes in this world 
and the next on Him.

They believed 
that He would have redeemed Israel, 
by which they meant the restoration 
of the throne of David and Solomon. 
In the garden of Gethsamane He 
seemed to have lost His grip over 
nature and over men, and died in dis- 
and dishonor like a com- 
mon malefactor, and was buried by 
strangers in the tomb of a stranger. 
But one of the disciples was present 
at the crucifixion. They had reason 
to believe that the power which tri- 
umphed over Him would wreak its 
vengeance in a very few days on 
them; in short, that everything was 
lost. They could no longer trust in 
their own judgment or their own con- 
victions. If they could be mistaken 
in His mission, how could they trust 
themselves in the future? 


It was necessary to convince them 


He could communicate with them as 
of old; convince them not only of His 
personal identity as their risen Lord, 
but of the continuance of His love and 
confidence in them, and at the same 
time to show them that while He in- 
deed had risen and was in many re- 
spects the same to them, their rela- 
tions must be in some respects differ- 


They had not the slightest idea of 


actually occurred. When He was laid 
in the tomb they hoped to be with 
Him again at the resurrection of the 
just. Their faith in His love for them 
was not in the least shaken. Not- 
withstanding all He had said to them 
about the resurrection, mentioning 


as in any other light than the final 





resurrection of the dead and some- 
thing which would occur at the last | 
day. 

All the appearances of Christ after | 
the resurrection were to His followers, | 
and with one exception—that of His | 
meeting with five hupdred brethren in | 
Galilee—only to those in closest per- | 
sonal relation to him. We should 
have expected that He would have 
gone to the temple at Jerusalem and | 
there convinced against their will 
those who had put Him to death. He | 
did nothing of the kind. He appeared, | 
with the exception above noted, and | 
afterwards to Saul of Tarsus, only to | 


| those in the very closest bonds of 


fellowship with Him. His enemies 
were to be convinced afterwards, but 
in a very different way from that 
which human judgment would have 
suggested. 

It is to be noted further that the 
form in which Christ revealed Him- 
self was quite different in many re- 
spects from that which He assumed 
when He came to make atonement for 
the sins of men. That body was in 
all respects human, sin excepted; it 
was subject to the limitations of time 
and space. This body in which he 
appeared after the resurrection was 
subject to no such limitations. He 
appeared, and then vanished. He 
“stood in their midst, the doors being 
shut.” He ascended into heaven and | 
“the cloud received Him out of their 
sight.” It was sufficiently like to con- 
vince them of His identity—the voice, 
tone, manner, the prints of the nails, 
the mark of the spear—but it was not 
in all respects, nor in many important 
respects, the body in which He dwelt 
with them before the crucifixion. 

When the two Marys went to the 
tomb it was not with the expectation 
of witnessing an earthquake, the stone 
rolled away, and a supernatural being 
sitting thereon. During the night they 
had prepared spices for the embalm- 
ment of the body, which had been in- 
complete because He had died shortly 
before sundown on the Friday previ- 
ous. They wished to show their pro- 
found respect for all which, as they 


ciples were so firmly convinced of 
His death that in their deep dejection 
of spirit the words of the women on 
their return “seemed to them as idle 
tales, and they believed them not.” 
It was only when Peter and John

tomb with the wrappings of the body 
neatly folded and lying separate that 
they were convinced that death with 
Him did not end all. 

The two Marys were devout 
Jewesses, believed in the theophanies 
or the manifestation of the Divine in 
human form, and hence the appear- 
ance of the angel did not impress 
them at all as it would us. They de- 
scribe it in the language of Daniel: 


| “His countenance was like lightning, 


and his raiment white as snow;” al- 
most the same language in which John 
sixty years afterwards describes the 


| personal appearance of Christ to him 


in the Isle of Patmos, and similar to 
that which Paul uses in describing 
the appearance of Jesus to him on his 
way to Damascus. The devout Jew 
firmly believed that in the great crisis 
of their history the Divine appeared 
in human form, as to Abraham, 
to Manoah, to Isaiah, to Joshua, and 
hence the appearance described in the 
third verse of the lesson was con- 
clusive evidence that Divine power 
had been exercised in the resurrection 
of Christ from the dead and they were 
satisfied of its reality, and the more 
so because the angel reminded them 
that this was the fulfillment of what 
He had already told them, and still 
further and more particularly of His 
announcement to them that He would 
meet them in Galilee after His resur- 
rection (Matthew, 26:32). “But after 
I am risen again, I will go before you 
In short, “Come, see 
the place where the Lord lay. And 
go quickly, and tell his disciples that 
he is risen from the dead; and, be- 
hold, he goeth before you into Gal- 
ilee.” 

We can imagine with what eager 
haste they would become. the 
messengers of such glad tidings and 
how fully they would be convinced 
that they were not the victims of a 
hallucination when Jesus meets them 
saying, Rejoice, for that is the mean- 
ing of “All hail.” “Be not afraid: go 
tell my brethren that they go into 
Galilee, and there they shall see me.” 

Notice the word “brethren.” It 
could scarcely mean His brethren 
after the fiesh. None of them were 
in very close touch with Him during 
His lifetime. They did not believe on 
Him, at least until late. It must have 
meant an assurance to the disciples 
that they were dear to His heart as 
before; that He loved them even if 
they did desert Him in the trial and 
at the cross, and that they were still 
to be near and dear to Him as before. 

While His disciples did not believe 
in His resurrection, strange to say, 
His enemies did; at least they had 
sufficient fear that death did not end 
all with Him that on the day after 
His crucifixion they took care to seal 





the tomb and have it guarded with 
soldiers. 

The grave of Jesus was not such a 
grave as ours. It was a sepulchre 
hewn out of a rock resembling some- 
what the vaults found in our ceme- 
teries. A stone or slab covered the 
opening to prevent the ravages of 
wild animals, and a Roman guard was 
detailed to watch. 

The clumsy story of the Roman 
guards who were paralyzed by the ap- 
pearance of the angel needs little dis- 
cussion. The testimony of what hap- 
pens when men sleep is worthless. 
Every interest of the Jewish authori- 
ties would prompt them to have as 
little as possible said about such an 
event. There was enough of the 
supernatural visible to them in the 
crucifixion to satisfy them that this 
was more than man. Jewish history 
itself would be silent on a matter of 
this kind. There was every motive 
for concealment of such an event, and 
this and the method which Jesus chose 
of revealing Himself to His disciples 
favored the success of the conceal- 
ment. The people of Jerusalem were 
to be convinced that Christ rose from 
the dead not by His personal appear- 
ance to His enemies, but by the com- 
munication of His powers to the dis- 
ciples at the next great feast forty 
days after His resurrection. 

The fact that the disciples from that 
time onward put Christ and Him cruci- 
fied as the very forefront of their doc- 
trine shows that they had no earthly 
doubt of the fact of His resurrection. 
This explains the seeming careless- 
ness with which the events are re- 
corded. There was no attempt what- 
ever to convince the world of the fact 
in the way of an ordinary demonstra- 
tion. The records of His appearance 
to His disciples are fragmentary. 
Each of the writers of the gospels re- 
cords that which impressed and con- 
vinced him. There are no doubt many 
appearances unrecorded; hence, it is 
‘impossible to make a complete and 
full statement. Like the record of the 
teaching of Jesus Himself, it is frag- 
mentary in the extreme. The import- 
ant fact to us is that in these forty 
days following the resurrection Jesus 
so completely convinced those who 
believed on Him of His resurrection 
and ascension into heaven that they 
threw their whole lives, at every 
sacrifice, at every cost, into convinc- 
ing the world that by His death He 
made atonement for the sins of men 
and would come again to reward all 
who believed in Him with life eternal.

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WATCH THE COLT’S FEET. 

Many a horse has been rendered 
seriously crippled for life by the lack 
of a little attention to its feet the first 
two or three years of its life, atten- 
tion which would require compara- 
tively little time and which can be 


given by any man who can use a 
chisel and hammer, and has a good 
eye for form. To show why this at- 
tention should be given we republish 
an explanation of how the hoof grows 
from the very valuable book entitled 
“Diseas°s of the Horse,” issued by the 
Bureau of Animal Industry, Washing- 
ton, D. C., as follows: 

“All parts of the hoof grow forward 
and downward with equal rapidity, the 
rate of growth being entirely depend- 
ent upon the amount of blood sup- 
plied to the pododerm or ‘quick.’ 
Abundant and regular exercise, good 
grooming, moistness and suppleness 
of the hoof, going barefoot, plenty of 
good food, and at proper intervals re- 
moving the overgrowth of the hoof 
and regulating the bearing surface, by 
increasing the volume and improving 
the quality of blood flowing into the 
pododerm, favor the rapid growth of 
horn of good quality; while lack of 
exercise, dryness of horn and excess- 
ive length of the hoof hinder growth. 

“The average rate of -growth is 
about one-third of an inch a month. 
Hind hoofs grow faster than fore 
hoofs, and unshod ones faster than 
shod ones. The time required for the 
horn to grow from the coronet to the 
ground, though influenced to a slight 
degree by the precited conditions, 
varies in proportion to the distance 
of the coronet from the ground. At 
the toe, depending on its height, the 


horn grows down in eleven to thirteen | 


months, at the side wall in six to 
eight months, and at the heels in three 


to five months. We can thus estimate | 
with tolerable accuracy the time re- | 


quired for the disappearance of such 
defects in the hoof as cracks, clefts, 
etc. 

“Irregular growth is not infrequent. 
The almost invariable cause of this is 


an improper distribution of the body | 


weight over the hoof—that is, an un- 
balanced foot. Colts running in soft 
pastires, or confined for long periods 
in the stable, are frequently allowed 
to grow hoofs of excessive length. 
The long toe becomes ‘dished’—that 


is, concave from the coronet to the | 


ground—the long quarters curl for- 
ward and inward, and often complete- 
ly cover the frog and lead to contrac- 


tion of the heels, or the whole hoof | 


bends outward or inward, and a 
crooked foot, or even worse, a crooked 


leg, is the result if the long hoof be | 


allowed to exert its powerful and ab- 


normally directed leverage for but a | 


few months upon young plastic bones 
and tender and lax articular liga- 


ments.

WHY TEST DAIRY COWS. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

After ten years’ observation of IIli- 
nois dairy herds and the individual 
testing of more than 800 cows in over 
forty herds, the writer is able to speak 
positively of the wide difference in 
production of milk on the dairy farms 
of Illinois. Former articles have 
shown that many a good cow is worth 
ten or twenty or more poor cows in 
the same herd in actual profit to the 
farmer, and that Illinois dairymen are 
keeping thousands of cows that bare- 
ly pay their board, or return so small 
a profit that it would require a herd 
of 250 to 400 to make $1,000 clear 
money per year. Such cows are com- 
mon in every community. In fact, as 
a rule, there are some such in every 
herd. The dairy herd that contains 
none of these practically profitless 
creatures, or only one or two of them, 
is a notable exception. 

The,#es ting of many herds has 
showh ~an’ equally surprising fact— 
that these poor cows are not known 
to the owner, or at least that the ex- 
tent of their worthlessness, their de- 
mand on his charity, is not suspected. 
The dairyman who employs any 
means whatever of knowing the exact 
returns from each cow in his herd 
is exceedingly hard to find. The man 
who keeps a record of the production 
of each cow is a rare and marked man 
—marked for success as sure as he 
follows this up and takes intelligent 
advantage of its results. The ordi- 
nary dairyman has no idea of how 
much milk, butter fat, or butter each 
animal produces in a year, or how 
much it costs to feed her. And the 
natural result with: the majority of 
our dairy farmers is large investment 
of money and labor for too small re- 
turns. 

These are no hasty conclusions 
from meager data. The conditions 
are not overstated. They are abso- 
lute facts, as clearly and fully and 
repeatedly demonstrated as any facts 
in agricultural science. Definite and 
abundant evidence of this is on record 
at the experiment station, and liberal 
selections from it have been published 
recently. The purpose of this article 
is to point a way out—a way to better 
cows and more money for the dairy- 
man. 

Many times when farmers are sell- 
ing their milk by weight alone they 
say all they care for is the weight 
of the milk from each cow, and that 
they are not interested in the per 
cent of fat in the milk from the dif- 
ferent cows. If a man has a cow 
giving milk testing 5 per cent fat 
that milk is worth more pound for 
pound than milk testing 3 per cent, 
and costs more to produce it. To 
give satisfaction, milk usually has to 
contain from 3% to 4 per cent fat, 
and if a man has a cow testing 5 per 
cent he can take advantage of the 
extra value in her milk by adding to 
his herd a cow giving a larger flow 
but testing much lower in fat. This 
would economically increase the 
amount of milk without reducing the 
test of all the milk below a fair stand- 
ard. In this way his high testing cows 
are made worth more to the dairyman 
and he can afford to retain them in 
the herd. Otherwise they would be 


| less economical than the low or 


medium testing cows. For this reason 


| every dairyman should know not only 
| the quantity of milk given by each 


| cow for the year, but- the amount of 


| butter fat as well. 


If the milk is sold by test, then 
of course it is of direct importance 
to test as well as weigh the milk of 
each cow in order to know what in- 
come each is returning. , 

The yield of milk may vary greatly 


at different times in the milking period | 
or under different feed and care. A | 
cow that gives a large flow of milk | 
for a short time may not yield as | 


much for the year as a cow that gives 


a smaller amount for a longer time. | 
It is the total of the year’s produc- | 


tion that counts.

find out the accurate production of 
each cow than to weigh and test the 
milk of each separately. This method

The measure of milk will indicate 
its weight fairly well, but to be of 
value the measure must be exact, and 
it is much easier to weigh the milk 
than to measure it. Some may think 
they can estimate what a cow gives 
by noting how high up the milk comes 
in the pail, but this is nothing more 
than guessing, and is far more liable 
to be wrong than even approximately 
right. The froth usually prevents see-

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THE INCREASE IN CORN 
ACREAGE. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

The gigantic strides corn has been 
making within the last few years, both 
as to the acreage planted and the total 
output, is attracting wide attention, 
and the query is being made, is corn 
and not cotton to be king in this coun- 
try. According to the latest statistics 
the area this year was 1,500,000 acres 
greater than ever before, the total be- 
ing 95,535,000 acres, and it is esti- 
mated the crop will reach the enormous 
amount of 2,881,000,000 bushels, or a 
value according to the market price 
of $1,215,000,000. If the state of Con- 
necticut should start out to buy up 
the corn crop of this year it would 
take the entire property value of the 
state, and then she would have to bor- 
row nearly $20,000,000; if Maryland 
entered the field she would have only 
about $100,000,000 left, while Virginia 
would have to go into the market as 
a borrower to the tune of $110,000,000. 
These figures are given to show, by 
comparison, the enormous wealth of 
the corn-producing belt. 

The corn story of the country is 
one well worth writing, and it is as 
well worth the reading. Only once 
before in the history of the cereal has 
the average crop per acre reached as 
high as this year—30.2 bushels—and 
that was in 1878, when it was 30.8 
bushels. It was in 1872 that the prod- 
uct first reached the billion bushel 
mark. The increase in the acreage 
that year was phenomenal, brought 
about by the opening of the great west 
by the railroads, and bringing into cul- 
tivation vast tracts of the rich prairie 
lands of that section. Since then the 
crop has grown to three times the 
yield and four times the market value. 

Since 1897, a period of nine years, 
we have added more than fifteen 


.million acres to the corn area of the 


country, and it is confidently predicted 
that in five more years we will have 
full one hundred million acres in the 
great national corn field. At the close 
of the civil war the corn acreage 
was thirty-four million acres. By 1872, 
when the crop first reached the billion 
bushel record, the acreage had _in- 
creased to 40,000,000 acres. Three 
years later it had gone up to 50,000,000 
acres, and by 1880 there were over 
60,000,000 acres under corn cultiva- 
tion. In 1885 the yield reached the 
two billion bushel mark, on 73,000,000 
acres. This was high water mark, 
both in yield and acreage. It was a 
period of renewed railroad building 
over the west, and the rapid settle- 
ment of that great agricultural sec- 
tion. The wonderful march of the 
agricultural west in the decade from 
1875 to 1885 will long be remembered. 
From 1885 to 1904 the acreage did 
not vary much, but in the latter year 
it made a jump of 20,000,000 bushels.

sisting the drouth, besides being by 
far the most rapid grower of any of 
our trees. 

It has two peculiarities: It does 
not taper like other trees, or waste 
its ¢nergy in heavy side branches, and 
it has enormous leaves. I measured 
some last summer that were nearly a 
foot from the end of the stem to the 
apex, and they were nine inches wide. 
The tree seemed hung with fans. 
Three years ago I got some to try. 
The first year they did not impress 
me much, but the next summer some 
of them grew ten feet and were six- 
teen feet high when two years old. 
Many nurserymen came to see them. 
They were a decided acquisition. One 
man in Minnesota had them fifty-five 
feet high and _ seventeen inches 
through in fifteen years, so you see 
how fast they can pile up lumber. 
We have called it the “sudden saw- 
log.” At first it closely resembles 
the Carolina poplar, and some who 
bought genuine cuttings thought 
themselves cheated; but age shows 
quite a difference. I have been dig- 
ging mine and find that from cuttings 


the size of a lead pencil planted this | 


spring some have grown nine feet, and 
this has been one of the driest sum- 
mers on record. The Carolina poplar 
is the male tree of a southern type 
of the cottonwood and is not as hardy 
as the Norway, which fits Minnesota 
and the Dakotas. Now, there are 
many waste places on the farm which 





for years have grown nothing but | 


weeds which now should be set to 
raising houses and barns. A dozen of 
these trees would make the beginning 
of a mighty forest. This promises to 
be for the northwest what the Eucal- 
yptus is for the south.

Of the cattle I sold in October in 
Chicago one load averaged 1,561 
pounds and the other about 1,500. 
They were purchased in Wyoming 
about a year before at 4 cents, and 
were from the same herd from which 
I have been buying cattle for eight 
years. They were high grade Here 
fords and Short-horns, mostly Here- 
fords, however, and weighed when de- 
livered in Omaha in October, 1905, 
943 pounds. They were put on a blue 
grass pasture when purchased, and 
remained there until sold, having been 
on feed about a year. They brought 
in the Chicago market 7.3 cents per 
pound. As near as I can estimate, 
these cattle ate in addition to the blue 
grass pasture and forage about eighty 
bushels of corn each.

SMALL RUSSIAN GRAIN YIELD. 


According to a dispatch from St. 
Petersburg, crop reports from seventy- 
one provinces and districts of Russia 
show the yield of wheat to be 231 million 
bushels and rye 639 million bushels, which 
is nearly 20 per cent, or 105 million 
bushels below the average. The winter 
grain crop, deducting seed grain, pro- 
vides for feeding the population 5.3 
bushels per man. Much of the grain has 
already been exported. In several of the 
interior provinces the peasants have 
taken to their beds, lying motionless for 
days at a time in order to weaken the 
pangs of hunger, and mixing their scanty 
supply of grain with pig weed to make 
it more filling for bread.
